Tips. On 
Cleaning 
Ai Stove 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


4 eae to get after the stove, 
whether gas or electric and 
have It in gleaming, apple-pic 
condition for itn big season. 
Electric rangen finished in syn- 
thetic enamel, or porcelain 
ennmel require a good washing 
with warm soapy water, but 
when the range is cool. 

Mt any food has been spliced 
on closed units, and hos not 
been wiped off, remove It with 
a mild abrasive, Food spilled 
on an open unit must be purned 
off and Is best removed by chat~ 
ring during a regular cooking 
session. Never use a stiff brush 
or sharp instrument because of 
the danger of injury to the 
heating coils. 

Oven Shelf 


Now ts the time to repince 
fading or only partly function- 
ing heating elements. The oven 
shelf supports and the heat 
distributor, if they are of the 
removable type, should be taken 
out and washed well with soap 
and water. If there are any 
spilled food stains remove with 
ao mild abrasives. 

Give fas range surfaces 0 
food going over with warm 
soapy water. Don't use cleaning 
powders for they might scratch 
the porcelain enamel and the 
chromium used sometimes for 
trimmings and oven linings. 
Take out racks, rack glides and 
oven botttom for a good washing. 
Obstinate spots should yleld to 
baking soda or kerosene, Re- 
move burners, brush off all dust 
and food particies, and clean 
the air shutter. 


Proper job. 

For n proper job, boil the 
burners in a solution of one 
tbsp. of soda to 3 quarts of 
water, But don’t do this for 
aluminium burners, since allin- 
lics tend to darken aluminium. 
Wash well in warm soapy 
water and then rinse In clear 
hot water, Before replacing 
dry the burners upside down in 
a warm oven, Clean the pilot 
yalye very carefully with a 
plece of wire. Rough handling 
is Hkely to damage It. 

If n bad food spill-over on 
tlfe oven bottom has been 
overlooked, and docs ngt come 
away readily with  sobp and 
water, place a piece of old 
towelling or ghfesecloth dam- 
pened with houschold ammonia, 
over the bottom plate.

But 
there need be many mu 
smaller blocka and playthings 
also, Therefore, the mother 
who can't afford to imitate the 
modern kindergarten for equip- 
ment meed not worry.

Mr WN. Engelsberg. technical 
adviser to the Zionist organisa. 
tion In Britain, read a proclama- 
tion issued by the Exccutive 
declaring that the first 1,000,600 
Jews were in Isracl, 

The declaration, however, 
emphasiaed that only 10 percenl 
ot the people had reached thelr 
homeland. 

“We should remember that 
the State of Isracl must be 
stron and peopled by a great 
number of Jews so a5 to 
safeguard sts Independence and 
poveret¢mty in the face of th” 
dangern threatening it on all 
sides," the declaration sald.

Washington, Dee. 19.— 
The United States Depart- 
ment, of Agriculture today 
estimated this year’s mnize 
production at 3,377,790,000 
bushels and the wheat 
harvest at  1,446,468,000 
bushels. 


In its final summary for 1049, 
the Department roported that 
the malze ‘crop was the second 
Jargest and the wheat crop the 
fourth largest in history. 


The final matze estimate was 
up 20,172,000 bushels from lnst 
month’s . estimate. The ‘wheat 
estimate was up 20,000,000 
bushels from the semi-final 
count made two months ogo. 


The Government hog already 
put wheat under acreage allat- 
ments in an effort to hold down 
possible surpluses next year. A 
similar programme will bo an- 
nounced soon for malzo to 
curtall 1950 plantings. 


Tho maize crop falls aight 
percent short of last year’s re- 
cord-breaking figure of 3,681, 
103,000 bushels, but it is enough 
to boost supplies to an all-time 
record. - é 


As for wheag, it ls tho 
peventh —_1,000,000,000 
grop and compares with 
year's 1,313,534,000 bushels. 


The production of rice and 
dry beans broke all records this 
year, Rice production was 
estimated at 89,141,000 bushels, 
topping Inst year's record high 
of 85,050,000 bushels, Dry 
beans wore estimated at 21,554,- 
000 100-Ib bags, compared with 
2U,827,000 Inst year.

60 German war criminals to 
he freed this week on parole, 
the U.S. High ‘Commis.

The Nuremberg convicts to 
be paroled are Ernest Wilhelm 
Bohle, Josef Altstoetter, 
von Schnitzler, 
Karl Hoilidt. 

All were sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment by Ameri« 
can war crimes courts trying 
the top German defendants in 
Nuremberg. They have been 
imprisoned since the summer of 
1945, including their time 
awaiting trial. 

The other 15 war criminals 
being freed were convicted by 
U.S. military courts in Dachau 
where concentration camp 
operators and killers of Allied 
war prisoners were tried.
